HOSPITAL SATURDAY AND SUNDAY 
ASSOCIATION. 

THE Hospital Saturday and Sunday Associa- 
tion, an institution which has steadily grown in 
favor since its organization in 1879, because it 
realizes a very general desire for a single instru- 
mentality broad enough to serve as a common 
channel of benevolence for every form and shade 
of religious or social opinion, is about to approach 
the public for another annual contribution. Last 
year the total receipts from religious and secular 
sources amounted to $46,085 (or nearly $20,000 
more than in 1879, the first year of the existence 
of the Association). Thisamount was distributed 
among twenty-one hospitals, and a few institu- 
tions outside of the Association for whom 
amounts had been bespoken. Towards this fund 
the various trades contributed $10,719.53, the dry- 
goods trade leading with $4350, the toy trade 
bringing up in the rear with $9.85. The book 
trade stands somewhere in the middle with $205, 
or with about $134 less than it contributed in 
1883, and with a falling off of eight contributors. 

As the enlargement of the field of work open 
to the Association lies in the direction of the 
trades, by the organization of additional auxilia- 
ries, and especially in the strengthening of those 
already in existence, we trust that the book trade 
—always in the front rank in humanitarian proj- 
ects—will this year come up to the quotas contrib- 
uted in former years, if it does not exceed them. 
We feel sure that the deficiency resulted from 
oversight, rather than through any other cause, 
and it is to give the trade timely notice that we 
have dwelt a little longer on the subject than we 
otherwise should have thought necessary. 

We are not sure that it is generally understood 
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that the sum contributed through any trade aux- 
| iliary constitutes a “pool,” or common fund, 
against which any contributor may draw on be. 
half of any sick person recommended by him for 
| hospital treatment, at an average of about $1 per 
| day. It is a right, not a favor, that is thus 
| accorded. The effect of this is that it opens a way 


for employers to create in the easiest possible 
manner a permanent hospital fund for the benefit 
of their employees, and the union of sentiment 
and business is thus effected upon what appears 
to usa perfectly reciprocal, and, therefore, nat- 
ural basis.

TRUE THEORY OF THE PAGE-FORM. 
From the American Bookmaker. 

WERE any one asked to describe in exact terms 
the shape of an ordinary page-form he would sim- 
ply reply that it wasa right-angled parallelogram; 
that is, a quadrilateral figure which is longer than 
it is broad and with right angles, having one of 
its lesser sides for a base, that is, in usual parlance, 
standing upon its end. It was quite natural that 
in the very earliest days of printing from movable 
type the forms should have assumed a parallelo- 
grammatic shape, for the first printers were cx- 
tremely desirous that their printed pages should 
bear a close resemblance to the Ms. books of their 
day. In their turn the transcribers, when they 
had abandoned the use of the vo/umen, or contin- 
uous roll, for quadrate pages superimposed upon 
one another, very naturally gave to their written 
pages about the same zw7dth as formerly, and thus 
a liber guadratus, or square book, was simply a 
series of sections cut from the volumen. Their 
eye guided them in determining how /ong those 
sections should be, and thus are we enabled to trace 
the evolution of the commonly printed page, the 
outline of which gives the shape of the right- 
angled parallelogram standing upon end. 

But take, however, fifty books, 8Svos, 12m0s, 
and 16mos, and make a critical examination 0! 
their page-forms, and it will be found that while 
they all adhere more or less closely to the propor- 
tions of the parallelogram, still there seems to be 
no fixed rule to be followed for the purpose of 
arriving at geometrical exactitude of relations 
between the greater and less dimensions of the 
parallelogram. Let us at this point define a right- 
angled parallelogram. A right-angled parallelo- 
gram is a quadrilateral figure, which is /arger 
than it is road, with right angles, and its diago- 
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nal bisects it into two right-angled triangles. 
two geometrical figures represented below are 
rectangular parallelograms with diagonal bisec- 
tion :

NicHOLAS M. BELL, Superintendent of Foreign 
Mails, has issued the following circular : 

‘* The International Bureau at Berne, Switzer- 
land, has advised this Department that the condi- 
tions applicable to packets of ‘ printed matter’ 
in mails for countries of the Universal Postal 
Union (as announced in paragraph 7, page 20, of 
the Postal Guide for July last) have been modi- 


_ fied so as to admit to said mails printed matter in 


rolls, which, although exceeding 18 inches in 
length, could be contained within a cube of 18 
inches. 

‘“* Postmasters will, therefore, receive for mailing 
rolls of printed matter addressed to any country 


of the Postal Union (except Canada) that could

in page-forms. Upon applying the dividers to 
the two figures it will be found that their Yess sides 
are equal, but in Fig. 11., in which correct\ propor- 
tions are present, the measurement will demon- 
strate that the diagonal is exactly equal to the 
sum of the top and base, and herein lies the secret 
of determining correct proportions for page-forms. 
Naturally, in eccentric departures from the stand- 
ard dimensions, there is nothing to control the 
bookmaker. The proportions of the page become 
a matter of fantasy entirely. He may choose 
the exact square or he may depart slightly from 
it, or he may so exaggerate the parallelogram- 
matic form as to give a book that measures seven 


and a half inches in height and only four and a | 
quarter inches in width ; or he may take the longer | 
line of the parallelogram for its base, as is often | 


done in religious song-books, albums, etc.; but if 
he desires to give his form the true proportions of 


a rectangular parallelogram he will follow the rule | 


as exemplified in Fig. 11. It should be borne in 
mind that in testing the proportions of a printed 
page the upper line of the parallelogram should 
rest upon the running head ; or if the page have 
no running head and be numbered on the lower 
margin, then the base of the parallelogram should 
accurately inclose the page number.

COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 
THE CHATTERBOX INJUNCTIONS. 


On the 15th inst. Judge Wallace, in the U.S. 
Circuit Court, granted the following order in the 
suit of Estes e¢ a/, against The Worthington Co. 
etal. A further hearing of the case is to be had 


on the 20th inst. The trade should bear in mind 


that these preliminary orders of various sorts are 
in the nature of legal skirmishing, and have little 
bearing upon settled law until final decision is 
rendered: 


Ordered that until the decision of the motion 
for a preliminary injunction now pending and un- 
decided, so much of the order granted herein 
ex parte on November 30, 1886, as restrains the de- 
fendant, The Worthington Company, its attor- 
neys, agents, servants, and officers, from selling 
or offering for sale books of a juvenile character 
having the word ‘‘ Chatterbox” printed upon the 
cover, and bearing such a resemblance in general 
design and appearance to the plaintiff's publica- 
tion as is calculated to mislead the public, be con- 
tinued until the decision of said motion, but shall 
be deemed to apply only to the following-named 
books published by the defendants or either of 
them, entitled ‘Baby Chatterbox,” “ Sunday 
Chatterbox,” ‘‘American Chatterbox,” “ Golden 
Chatterbox,” “‘ Chatterbox Junior,” and ‘‘ Chatter- 
box Picture-Book,” and that said order is not 
deemed to apply to the following-named books: 
‘* Royal Chatterbox,” “Chatterbox Quartette,” 


‘“New Chatterbox Quartette.” ‘‘ Chatterbox 
Stories of Natural History,” and ‘ Chatterbox 
Hall.” 


It is further ordered as a condition of grant- 
ing such order that the complainants within five 
days file a bond herein in the penal sum of five 
thousand dollars ($5000), approved as to form and 
sufficiency of the surety conditioned to pay any 
damages which may be adjudged to have been 
sustained by defendants by reason of granting 
of said order ex parfe, or by the granting of this 
order, if at final hearing it shall be decided that 
complainants were not entitled to the restraining 
order formerly or now granted either in whole or 
in part, such damages to be ascertained by refer- 
ence to a master in this cause, whose report, when 
approved by this court, shall be conclusive as 
against the complainants and the sureties in said 
bond. 

P.S.—Mr. R. Worthington asks us to state that 
the above proceedings do not affect him in his 
individual capacity as the owner and publisher of 
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the ‘‘ Chatterbox” books, which have never be- 
longed to The Worthington Co., but are personally
